the organization, 

Colonel Herbert explained the general 
principles of the Legion, emphasizing 
the fact that itis absolutely non-partisan 
and unsclfish. Tle deseribed) the  pro- 
cedure to be used in arranging for a 
local post, and poimted out the advan- 
tages which service men will derive 
from. joining. — Colonel 
stressed the thoroughly American spirit

Officers of the mill corpo- 
rations were receiving fabulous salaries 
and stockholders had received bonuses, 
while operatives were not receiving a 
living wage. The employers were 
bitterly opposed to collective bargaining 
and had said in effect more than once: 
“Yo hell with the public. We are going 
to run our business ourselv&.’ ‘The 
police force of Lawrence was repre- 
sented to bea disgrace to the community. 
The> committee, on moral and social 
welfare, in view: of the Lawrence show- 
ing, recommended that the conference 
ask its ministers to endeavor to impress 
upon their congregations the importance 
of a spirit of brotherhood and justice. 

“No sooner had the report on the 
strike been submitted, than its state- 
ments and impheations were indig- 
nantly repelled by Rey. Victor Bigelow, 
who had both employers and employes 
in his congregation. Tle urged” the 
conference to take no action based on 
such false representations. Rey. Ar- 
thur Barber vigorously supported Mr. 
Bigelow.” %
